Rev. Mr. Whildin returned last 
week from atrip through Western 
Maryland and West Virginia. While 
in Wheeling he lifard of the deatli 
of Rev. Mr. Mann and departed 
for Cleveland to attend the firneral. 
He was accompanied to Cleveland 
l)y his lay-assistant, Mr. John C. 
Bremer, of St. Elizabeth's Church, 
Wheeling. By a strange coinci- 
dence all the deaf-mute ministers 
and iayreadors, who came to attend 
the fun<'ral, registered at the same 
Hotel. Rev. Mr. Whildin and Mr. 
Bremer i-cHched the Forrest City 
Hotel at 8:30 P M and found Rev. 
Mr. Danlzer, Rev. Mr. Allabough 
and Mr. Dnrian huddled together 
in two neat little cells scarcely 
lar'ge enorrgh for three beetles. 
Later Rev. Mr Flick and Rev. Mr. 
Smielau came in, and the proprietor 
thinking the clergy liked the little 
beetle holes very much, parcelled 
out home more. R"V. Mr Smielau 
was, however, given a cell far 
distant fi-om the otheis and with a 
hath at I ached — probably because 
ho looke<l so Herce. There was 
only one more beetle cell left in 
the house, and it was very cold and 
the pioprieier was afrai<l no one 
would take it. but when Mr. N. F. 
Morrow, of Indianapolis, came in at 
midnight, wiappecl up in a great 
big fur coat and fur cap, this one 
was given to him. Rev. Dr. 
Cliamlieilain, coming in still later, 
could not find any more vacant 
lieelle holes and so was taken care 
of by frienfls. The room occupied 
by Mr. Whildin and Mr. Bremer 
was very large, beiiutiful and airy, 
and was on tlie sixth or top-most 
floor. All the others were under- 
neath. 

The tribute paid to Rev. Mr. 
Mann by the editor of the JOURNAL 
in the issue of January 26th was 
well deserved, and it was moreover 
worthy of Mr. Ho<lgsoii, wliose keen 
insiglit and sound judgment has 
rar-ely been quest ion»*d. Those in- 
timately acquainted with Rev. Mr. 
Mann love<l him most for his con 
servatism and liis silence. Beneath 
tlie apparently rough exterior there 
was a genial humor, a d*^pth of 
philosopliy, a well of knowledge, a 
heart of tenderness wh'ch they alone 
could see. With that fortitude which 
enabled him to l>eir uno >mplAiningly 
pliysical pain of a continuous kind, 
he suffered others to n«ap the fruits 
of his thirty five years of toil in the 
Mission field. Perhaps the only 
complaint he ever publicly express 
e<l was embodied in that "Prayer 
for Unity among Deaf Mutes" re- 
cently published, and which has 
been approved by Bishops and used 
by the cler-gy everywhere. Al- 
though the young clergy did not al- 
ways agree with the methods and 
policies of Rev. Mr. Mann, and 
sometimes actively opposed him, 
there was no one of thenr who did 
not love him and trust in his loyal- 
ty to ihem. During the last few 
yeais of his life he seemed to he- 
come jH)sses8cd of almost prophetic 
vision, and by these year's lie will 
always be best remembeiTd. If was 
in 1904, in St. Louis, altout the time 
of the National Convention of the 
Deaf, that he began to oast off the 
shackles of the past anil to become 
an iconoclast. To some (>f us im- 
patient ones, it seemed that he did 
not move fast enough, but he really 
was moving forwards as rapidly as 
he could. From that hour his 
llioiights were centered U|M)n the 
fleld at larKc rather than upon his 
own prescribed bounds and upon 
others rather than upon himself. 
General and Diocesan conventions, 
arohdesconry an<l par-ochial meet- 
ings were now addi'e.Hsod by him, 
Bishops ami clergy were interview- 
e<l, and the public geii<*rally 
were I iformcd. And his theme 
in all instances was the work of 
tlrt* Church Mission— that flf'y or 
more ordained missionaries were 
needed, that one, or at most two. 
Dioceses for each missionary was 
sufflcieiit, that each new missionary 
should tie seminary tauuht if pos- 
sible, that larger appropriations for 
the work should be made, and that 
every large city should have a church 
for deaf-mutes. Rev. Mr. Mann 
also favored the election of a suf- 
fragan Bishop for Deaf-Mute Work, 
but was kept from openly advooal- 



ing it only by the fear that 'hetime Mj,x:^„«| A,**«p:«*inn ftf 
was not yet ripe. The fruit of these "dllOndl MbbULIdllUll Ul 



last few years of prophecy are soon 
to bear fruit, we believe. The pro- 
position of an Increased nrinistry is 
now fully approved by every one of 
the members of the Committee ap- 
pointed by the recent General Con- 
vention to look into ways and means 
for advancing the Deaf-Mute Work 
of the Church in the United States, 
and already several volunteers for 
the Deaf-Mute ministry have come 
forward.

The York Dispatch, January Slst, 
reiMjrled the following death of an 
old graduate of the Pennsylvanin 
Institution for tbe Deaf. 

"Emanuel Bentzel, a well known 
carpenter and millwright of Fount 
town, Manchfster township, died 
aboui 9 o'clock this inoining alone 
the Harrifburg turnpike, opposilf 
the residence of Fred Small, north of 
EmigHville, from an attack of heart 
disease, while be and Bird HelN'and 
were driving home. Both being 
mutes, Ileistand was not aware ol 
his compHuion's death for several 
moments. Mr. Bentzel was 69 years 
of age. 

Althrough unable to talk or hear, 
Mr. Bentzel was one of the beHi 
mechanics in Manchester township. 
In company with Hiestand, a neigh- 
bor, he drove to Eiiiigsville tliic 
morning on buisriesA, and while on 
the return trip his death oecnrred 
Iliestand was driven at the time and 
did not notice that Benzel lia<l fallen 
backward until he glanced to that 
side or tlie wagon. Finding his 
companion dead, Hiestand im 
mediately drove to the Small farm, 
from where Coroner J. E. Dehoff in 
this city, waHUOtifled. The coroner 
went to tbe scene and mnde an in 
vestigation, which disclosed the fact 
that Bentzel's death was due to an 
Mff«'Cflon of the heart, from which 
he had suffered several former at- 
tacks. Mr. Bnntzel is survived l»y 
his widow. Daniel Bentzel, 75i9 
East Market street, is a brother ot 
the dead man." 

" Following the investigation of 
the coroner, the body was taken in 
charge t>y lleisland aud will be 
removed to the Bentzel home at 
FouHlown for burial." 

" Neiman'schuich was filled Sat- 
urday, Feb. 4th, with relativcH am) 
friends in attendance at the funeral 
of Emanuel Bentzel, of Fouslown, 
who died suddenly on Tuesday 
morning along the turnpike north 
of Einigsville. The st^rvices wcr*- 
conducted by Rev. O. P. Schell- 
hamer and the intertnent was mad*- 
in the adjoining cemetery. The 
(lall bearers were Bird Heisland, 
William Jacolty, W. Smith and 
George Miller." 

Mrs. Bentzel, wi<low of the de 
ceasetl, is nearly 8u yearn of ajje; 
and tbe brother, Daniel, is also a 
deaf-mute. There Is anothei 
brother, Moses, of Dillslmrg, who, 
we presume, can heat. The deaf 
folks of York deeply regret JVIr. 
Itentzel's death as he was well liked 
t)y every one, Mr. Michael D. 
Barnitz and hi.s aister. Miss (Jamilla 
A., sent a beautiful floral offering 
to tbe funeral. 

PeU'.T Huster, a graduate of the 
Pennsylvania InHtltution in the 
seventies, died on Friday, February 
3d, at the age of .'il years. He had 
l>een a sufferer from Bright's disease 
of the kidneys and other coraplica 
lions for some time, so that hih 
• leath was not entirely nnexpcoted. 
He was known as a quiet, nnas 
suming aud peaceable man; and, 
having inherited money, he wa*- 
generous to his friends and con- 
tributed annually to thellorne for 
Blind, Aged and Inflrm Deaf at 
Doylestown. 

The funeral took place this Mon 
day (6th inst.) at 2 p.m., from his 
sister's residence, Mrs. Mnry Bof<lnn.

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PROSPECTS rOR A SCHOOL 
A RIZON A 

III a recent issue, we made the 
statement that a school had Iteen 
established in Arizona, which was 
tather misleading. Since then we 
have been aide to gather more ac- 
curate infotination concerning Mr. 
While's endeavors which we are 
glad to publish. 

The foundations of the pro|M>80d 
Nch(M)l for the Deaf have been laid 
in Arizona, and only an appropria- 
tion from the next Legislature is 
needed to establish it as a fact. 
The new stale of Arizona, if it ever 
is granted the privilege of admission 
to the Union, is committed to such a 
purpose by both the enabling act of 
Statehood by Conwress and the un- 
animous action of the recent Con- 
slitutional Convention in response 
to a petition from Henry C. While, 
making it obligatory on the State 
Legislature to e^itablish it. 

Ill the Enabling Act, Conirress 
lias set apart one hundred thousand 
acres for a School and Asylum for 
I he Deaf and Dumb anti the Blind. 
Ky tlie provisions of the new Cons! i- 
tution this ^rant of land cannot be 
sold at less than twenty-five ilollars 
an ticre. Considering the possibili 
lies of irrigation l»y which the bar- 
ren desert is converted into a fruit- 
ful vineyard and those of the bare 
mountains with their hidden de- 
posits of gold, silver and copperores, 
both hardly scratched as yet by the 
husbandman and miner, it seems 
almost a princely gift. The pro- 
ceeds of such sales were also tieoreed 
by the Constitutional Convention to 
be held as a perpetual fund, the in- 
come of which only can l)e used. 

By the sameconveniion, the fol- 
lowing provision was made lor the 
establishment of a Stale Institution : 
*' It shall also be the duty of ihe 
State legislature to enact such laws 
as shall provide for the education 
and care of tbe deaf, dumb and 
blind." Besides, the public has 
been well educated up to the need 
of such an Insiiiulion by fr<>quent 
articles in tlie newspapers and other 
means. The next meeting of the 
Legislature depends on Ihe action 
of President Taft and Congntss on 
Ihe new Constitution of Arizons. 
If the President refuses his approv- 
al, it will mean a lonxerdelay of the 
school's opening. — Register.

February 4, 1911 — Despite the 
heavy downpour of rain most of 
Sunday afternoo;i over two hun- 
dred deaf attended the memorial 
services in honor of the late Rev. 
Austin W. Mann in Trinity Chapel. 
About fifty of the older pupils of 
the School for tbe Deaf occupied 
seata and there were also a number 
of hearing people in the audience. 

R«v Frank H. Stedman, assis- 
tant to the rector of the church had 
charge of the program. Air. C. W. 
Charles, luyreader, read the collect. 
Miss May Greener did the Interpret- 
ing of the exercises. At the con- 
clusion of the collect. Rev. Frank 
II. Stedman suL'gested that a most 
flttiirg testimonial to the decesasetl 
would be a memorial window in 
Trinity Chapel, and all desiring to 
help in the ot)ject should hand their 
contribution to either Rev. Reese, 
Rev. Stedman, Mr. Charles or Mr. 
Zorn. Dr. Patterson, Principal of 
the School, then gave the following 
address: 

Rbv. ADSTrN Ward Mann. 

Dbar Prixnds :— Is it not a singularly 
sad experience tlirough wliicli we passeil ? 
Its shadow is yet over our hearts ; and 
still with us lingers its startling impress of 
the truth, too oft forgotten in tlie glamour 
and bustle of the world, that life is uncer- 
tain. And we wonder if ever we can for- 
get that Saturday on which, as the evening 
shades were beginning to gather under a 
soft falling snow, the silent man of God, 
who had made an appointment for a ser- 
vice of the Holy Communion on the mor- 
row witliin these walls and was on his way 
hiflier to keep this appointment, closed 
his eyes on earthly scenes immediately 
upon his arrival in the city. Ah, never 
more will he administer the sacrament to 
his silent fold here nor ever again teach of 
the Life, the Light, the Truth and tlie 
Way— can it lie any wonder that he will 
t>e missed here in' this chapel and by us for 
a long time to come ? 

But it is not for me at this meeting to 
speak of Rev. Mr. Mann's Church work, 
great as it was. I shall speak only of my 
knowledge of him in other directions. 

He had a strong, intelligent face, and an 
Impressive, dignified bearing, which natur- 
ally attracted attention wherever lie walk- 
ed among men. But how little did those, 
who watched him as he came and went, 
know that for the first few years after 
leaving the sick bed on which" he lost his 
hearing from scarlet fever, he was compel- 
led to creep about on hands and knees. 
The strength of an Iron will came to his 
aid, and he learned to walk erect again, 
though always leaning heavily on a stout 
cane. Thereafter, although never free 
from physical suffering, a hero's courage 
gave him the power to refrain from com- 
plaining and to carry his heavy burden 
about quietly and patiently. Those who 
came in close contact with him'and knew 
of his great suffering, marveled and were 
inspired to htmr their own ills without 
comp1n{ntn|(. 

When Rev. Mr. Mann left school at the 
Indiana Institution for the Deaf, he learn- 
ed the tinner's trade and followed it for 
several yenrs, thus showing that he had a 
projjer pri<le to support hiniself and not l)e 
a burden to other*. This gave him the 
right of a master to discourse on the 
dignity of manual labor and to exhort on 
the practice of the doctrine of self-help. 

He felt a deen dissatisfaction with the 
limitations of his education, and it impel- 
leti him to devote his spare time to study 
and reading. The result was that he ul- 
timately acquired a clear, concise literary 
style and a large fund of information on 
many subjects. In recognition of his at- 
tainments Gallaudet College conferred up- 
on him the honorary degree of Master of 
Art*. Hi* posae«*ion of that wonderful 
spirit which urges men to make the most 
of themselves and climb to the heights, 
was the secret of his earnest efforts to im- 
press upon the deaf the duty of self-im- 
provement. 

With a wider outlook upon life there up- 
rose in Rev. Mr. Mann's heart a yearning 
to rise above the plane of " a newer of 
wood and a drawer of water." "The call 
of the heart," say the Germans, "is the 
voice of God." When one hears this call- 
ing loudly there is conceivably nothing 
but to ohiey. And Rev. Mr. Mann, in 
obeying. Iiecame a teacher in the Michigan 
Schcxil for the Deaf where he labored for 
eight years. Being touched by the neg- 
lected spiritual condition of his kind in 
the world, he longe<i to be a missiionarv 
among them. So he entered the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church and prepared him- 
self for mission work. He studied and 
labored until he tiecame a priest to his 
class. His own rise in life explains whv 
he was unwearied in preaching to the deaf 
the gospel of aspiration to get on in the 
world. 

I.K>ng as Rev. Mr. Mann was engaged in 
mission work, he never lost interest in the 
eilucation of the deaf. He watched its 
movement keenly, studying and com]>ar- 
ing the vaules and results of methods as 
they were tested in the fierce fire of life. 
lie never lipsitnted to make use of oppor- 
tunities offered bv his position in the 
Church to disseminate inrormation alxtut 
the deaf and their problems, and endeavor- 
ed to help bring about a better understand- 
ing of them. 

Now after a long life of faithfulness and 
usefulness. Rev. Mr. Mann rest* from hi* 
lalxirs. It is good for u* to have this 
memorial service ; t>ut the l>etter way to 
show honor to the memory of our departe<l 
brother is to practice the virtues he practic- 
ed and to interpret into our dailv lives the 
lessons that are drawn from his life this 
afternoon. By so doing we shall gain 
courage and strength to be victors in the 
strife along the march of life, and at length 
enter the celestial city on high and be near.

Superintendent Jones, in his re- 
marks, emphasized upon the three 
distinguishing virtnesof tbe deceas- 
ed as he had olwerved since he had 
liecome acquainted with him. These 
were punctuality, patience, self- 
belp and a clean life. He recounted 
examples and incidents to illustrate 
his I heme. 

Rev. Reese spoke of tbe sorrow 
the death of Sir. Mann bad given 
him, for he had learned to love and 
respect him as a man who was a 
."inoere worker and worshipper of 
God. He recounted the funeral 
services, which he batl attendml, and 
esteemed it an honor to have parti- 
olpated in it.

to t lit^ ill. jlev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenly-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edidceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the ohurcb 
with which his nau"e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested aa a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
Qve feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Ths 
amount required for '* The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $.3(),0UU, and the building 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
